A.     Reformed   Egyptian  characters  were  found  on  both 

sides  of  each  plate. 

7  Q.     Where  was  the  record  obtained? 

A.  From  the  hill  Cumorah,  Ontario  County,  in  the  state 
of  New  York.

A.    Joseph  Smith.

On  the  morning  of  September  22nd,  1827. 

IIow  did  he  learn  where  they  were? 

He  was  told  by  an  angel  of  the  Lord,  four  years  pre- 
viously. 

In  what  were  they  concealed? 

A  stone  box  strongly  cemented  together  which  was 
placed  beneath  the  soil. 

How  large  was  the  box? 

Sufficiently  large  to  admit  of  a  breast- plate,  such  as 
was  used  by  the  ancient  warriors  and  the  Ur.m  and 
Thummim  to  be  placed  in  it,  together  with  the 
plates.

A.     Upon  three  small  pillars  of  cement  which  arose  from 
the  bottom  of  the  box.

A.     When  first  visited,  in  1823,  a  small  part  of  the  crown- 
ing stone  was  visible  above  the  ground,  but  when 
opened  it  was  seen  that  no  dampness  had  penetrated 
to  the  interior  of  the  box.

In  December,  1827.

A.     He   began  to  prophesy  concerning  his  seed  and  the 
future  of  the  plates. 

5  Q.     What  was  the  next  mission  given  to  Lehi's  sons? 
A.    To  return  again  to  Jerusalem, 

6  Q.     For  what? 

A.     To  bring  Ishmael  and  his  family  into  the  wilderness. 
7.  Q.     What  was  the  object  of  this? 
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A.     That  Lehi's  sons  might  have  wives. 
Q.     Were  they  successful  in  their  mission? 
A.     Yes,  for  the  Lord  made  Ishmael  favorable. 
Q.     While  the  company  were  returning  to  the  encamp- 
ment of  Lehi  who  rebelled? 
A.     Laman,  Lemuel,  the  two  sons  and  two  daughters  of 

Ishmael,  with  their  families. 
Q.     What  did  the  rebellious  ones  desire  to  do?
